REED FINDS A VENT FOR HIS SARCASM

WasHINGTON, May IL — Carroll D.
Wright, Commissioner of Labor, to-day
sent to the President the seventh annual re-
port of the Department of Labor. Extracts
from it follow:

In m ecolton yarn establishment in the
Northern distriet of the United States it was
found that 385 different employes enrned on
an aversge $1 02 ench per day, bot worked
only 7% duys out of six months, their average
edrnings belng for that time $59 per capita
In the Southern distriet of tlse United States
inan establishment working six months,
T employes, earning 63y cents each per
duy, worked on an average of 5 days, earn-
ing 8% each during the time worked. In an
estublishment in Great FHritaln, which
worked six months, it i found thers were
3 different employes, earning 60 cents a
davon the wverage, and working on an
avemge 131 davs out of the period, earning
therelhy 86, For the three establishmencs
the direct comparison is as follows: Taking
sll the employes in ench establishment, they
earned in the estublishment in the Northern
distriet of the United States $1 02 per duy
ecich; in the estnblishment in the Southern
district of the United Statos cents each,
and in the Rritish establishment 66 cents
cach.

Wages Earned Here and Abroad,

Om full time ench employe in the establish-
ments named could have earned, the one in
the Northern district of the United States
£158, the one in the Southern distriet of the
TUnited States 2100, and the one In Great
Brimin €108, The total avernge income from
ill sources for the following different coun-
tries was:

For the cotton industry $657 in the Unitad
Sintes, $305 in France, 8302 in Germany, §550
in Great Britain and $356 in Switzerland. In
the woolen industry the average family in-
comne from il sources, 8864 in the United
Stntos, $44 In France, 8270 in Germany and
£516 in Great Britain. 1Iu the glass fndustry
the family incomes were in the United
States #5, in Delgium $#61, and in Great
Britain $3501.

Bringing those averazes into comparison
with those of incomes in other industries,
the commissioner finds that in the Colted
States the total avernge {income of rmmilies
cu_mred in the pig iron industry was 391, in
Helgnim $374 and in Great Britrin #%. The
bar iron workers aren well-pald cinss, and
their Incomes per family were as follows:
For the United States, $§74: for Belguim,
£550; for Franee, 454: Tor Germany, £282 and
for Great Brituin, $18.

Comparative Cost of Food.

The expenditures for food by the families
of cotton workers in the United States waa
on the nverage $287, in France $164, in Ger-
many§i42 and in Great Britaln $248, For the
iamilies engaged in the woolen industry the
averase expenditure for tood in the United
Srares was $203, in France #1586 in Germany
$M40 and In Grear Britatn $228. For the fam-
iHes of ginss workers the nveraes cost of
food in the United States was $204, in Del-
glum $257 anad in Great Britain §220

Examining the total average expenditures
per family for all purposes, it is found that
the tamilies in the cotton industry in the
Tnited States expended 610, in France
£33, in Germany $282, in Great Britain
£502, aud in Switzerland £346. The fam-
ilies in the woolen industry in the United
States expended 394, in Franece 8384, in
Germany $281 and in Great Britain $451.
The inwil es engaged in the glass industry
in the United States expended $769, in
Dielgium $492 and in Great Dritain §460,

WANAMAKEE WANTS MONEY

In Order to Run His Depariment as It Ought
to Be Condueted.

WasmixoTox, May 11.—Postmaster Gen-
eral Wanamaker has sent to Speaker Crisp
a long letter containing some observations
upon the Postofice appropriation bill. The
Postmaster General says that the bill for the
fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, will seri-
ously impair the postal serviceand result in
general dissatisfaction throughout the conn-
trv. He says:

I deem 1t my duty to emphastze to you
that the crippling of the operations of the
department by holding back tlic necessary
approprintons will not only Impatr its effl
cliency, but prevent the earnings foreshnd-
owed in my report,

The Postmaster General ealls attention to
the wvarious reductions in the bill, and shows
liow disastrous they will be to the service,
and, concluding, says:

I cannot but believe that yon will share
with me the concern that I feel as the head
of this department that the Postminster
Geaem! may not be in a position in 1893 1o
properly mest the exigencles when the post-
al serviee will not only be under theseverer
te<ts of the traveling public attending the
% ord’s Fair, but will be the subject 0! com-
perison with that of other countries by ex-
bibitors und visitors who are Invited guests
from every nation of the Oid World.

NOT AT ALL SURFRISED.

Treasury OfMcials Anticipated England's
Action on the Siiver Conferencr,

WASHINGTON, May 11.—It was siated at
the Treasury Department this afiernoen
that mo official response has yet been re-
ceived from any of the foreign governments
invited to join this Government in a con-
ference on the silver question. The London
press  dispatch  containing  Chancellor
Goschen’s stutement thut England will send
delegates to the conference created no sur-
prise at the department whatever, for the
reason that positive assurances to that effect
had been previously given by the proper
representatives of Her Majesty.

It is said that similar nssurnnces have
al=o been received from other governments,
and that the President had delayed the is-
stanoe of the formal invitations for a mone-
tary conference until after he had received
satisfactory sssurances that the principal
European countries would be represented,
The invitations were mailed two weeks ago,
snd the reeponses from the respective
countries may be looked for in a short
1ime.

A BIG EEPAIRING CONTRACT

Wylie Avenue to Be Block Stone From
Finh Avenue to Herron HilL

Wylie avenue will soon be one of the
best paved streets in the city, instead of the
worst, as it has been for many yearss. Two
vears ago the lmprovement was commenced
by replacing the cobbles with block stoneand
since then from Fulton street to Fifth ave-
nue has been repaved. Last year Councils
voted §10.000 for continuing the new pave-
ment eastwardly, and this year 15000
more was appropriated. The work
was not commenced last yesr, but a good
start has already beeen made this spring by
Booth & Flinn, and from Fulton to Devil.
liers streets one side of the street has been
repaved. It is expected that the money
appropristed will repave the street to the
end, at Herron avenue,

Forbes street, from Brady street to the
top of Soho Hill, is also being repaved with
block stone. The asphalt pavement being
tnken up on this street was put down 13
vears ago, and was the best asphalt pave-
ment ever put down here. The poliey of
the Pablic Works Department is to put
down block pavements on all steep es,
the asphalt being too slippery in winter
wenther,

Barbarity to Children s Prevalent
Vice of British Nobility.

AN ARRAY OF STARTLING CASES.

Balisbury Goes Gladstone (ne Better With
the Workingmen.

NEWS FROM THE ECROPEAN CAPITALS

LoxpoN, May 11L.—A report issued by
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to
Children hss caused s sensation by the
statements it contains relative to the eruel
and ofttime inhuman punishments, That
some parents wofully negleet and
abuse their children was considered,
but hardly anyone believed that such
fiendish eruelty as it set forth in the report
of the society could be systematically pur-
sued in England. The report makes special
reference to Mrs. Montagn, and declares
that hers is not an isolated case of cruelties
in families of high social standing,

The society has interfered with clergy-
men, officers, barristers and other members
of the gentry, who it had learned were treat-
ing their offspring inhumanly, Among the

unishments ople of this class
anflicted upon l.[:: elpless hittle ones are
mentioned placing them in stocks and
putting lighted matches up their nostrils;
burning wounds upon them with matches;
brukmf.:he limbs ot 2-year-old habies in
three places; tving a rope around a 6-year-
old boy and dipping him into & canal re-
peatedly until ﬁe was exhnusted; keeping a
child in a cellar until its flesh turned
green; tying cords around the thumbs of a
child, then tying it to n bedstead and beat-
ing it with a thorn bush, and leaving a baby
in a cradle for weeks until toad stools grew
out of the rottenness around the infant.

Like Mrs. Montagu, some of the culprits
pleaded their high sense of moral discipline
and their re for the victim's soul. One
individual whom the soeiety interfered with
urged that he eould not do his duty us et
forth in the Bible without mutilating the
face of his child.

The Duke of Fife was present at the
meeting when the report was presented, and
made & strong comment on the shameful
disclosures ~ The most,_ subtle cases
ol cruelty, he said, scemed to be perpe-
trated by persons of apparent mmeuﬁilit s

Mr- Fowler, a member, a of the
House of Commons, suggested that legis-
lation is needed to protect children. The
most revolting recent instances of cruelty,
he said, had occurred in families of affln-
ence, and the creation of public opinion was
wanted to fight the evil.

THE SILVER CONFERENCE A GO.

Ballsbury Accepts the Invitation In Re-
sponse to Requests of Business Men,

Loxpox, May 1L—The British Govern-
ment has accepted the invitation from
‘Washington to be represented in am inter-
national silver conference. Lord Salisbury
and Mr. Balfour were present when Mr.
Goschen received the London deputations,
which included representatives of the
Chamber of Commerce, bankers and manu-
facturers and members of trades unions.

Bir Willlam Henry Houldsworth, M. P.,
a large cotton spinner in Manchester, was a
member of the deputation. He stated that
all the chambers of commerce in Great
Britain concurred in urging the Govern-
ment to sceept the invitation of the United
States to take part in the conference,
which, he hoped, would settle the question
once for all. The situation is becomin
worse and worse, and unless 1t is remedi
and the developments in India arrested,
disaster is inevitable. A number of the
delegates spoke in a similar manner. TLord
Salisbury then asked Mr. Goschen to reply,
informing them that it is the Government's
intention td# accept the invitation.

The morning papers of this city more or
leas sharply criticiss the necceptance of the
invitation to a silver conferemce. M.
Goschen, it is affirmed, has “walked into
the United States parlor.”” Caution as to
England’s action is enjoined.

BALISBURY'S COUP ON GLADSIONE

He Recelves a Labor Deputation, bat Re-
fuses Assent to Legislation,

Loxpox, May 11.—In accordance with
the arrangement made by the Conserva-
tives, after Mr. Gladstone had declined
to recéive a lsbor deputation to dis-
cuss the eight-honr question, Lord Balisbury
agreed to receive a committee from the Lon-
don Trades Council, and to-day he was
waited on by a number of representatives
from that body. The spokesman urged
upon Lord Salisbury the necessity
for the legal establishment of an eight-hour
day in order to equalize the conditions be.
tween those who are compelled to work for
nn excessive number of hours and those who
are without work at all.

In reply, Lord Salisbury snid they must
not assume because he had consented to

receive them that he had Dbeen con-
verted to their viewse. He depre-
cated their desire for legislation to
attain  thelr ends, and declared that

it would be far better to depend upon the
slower, but surer and irrevoeable, action of
public opinion in favor of shorter hours
where economic circumstances rendered a
reduction practicable.

Thirty Brotherhood Men Discharged
by the Cambria Company,

THEIR PLACES FILLED BY HUNS

An Engineer Says Not a Wheel Will Tarn
With the Firm's Goods.

FIRES, FAILURES AND RAILWAY NEWS

[SPECIAL TELEGHAM TO THE DISFATCH.]

Jorxstoww, May 11.—The Cambria
Company is pursuing its policy of crushing
out organized labor with a vengeance,
Spies have been sent out since the trouble
here began, and now every Brotherhood
man when he appears at the gates to go to
work is told that his services are no longer
needed. Thirty were discharged to-day,
and Hungarians were promptly engaged to
take their places.

Owing to the adjustment of the difficulty
at Cleveland and other places, the officials
of the organizations have notified the men
here that they cannot all be here for several
daye Owen Gallagher, Chairman of the
Grievance Committee, said to-day he had
received assurance that the officinls would
stand by the action of the men here when
the facts in the case were presented to them,
A prominent railroad engineer and Broth-
erhood man, in speaking of the diffieulty,
this evening saidg

“If the grand officers approve of the ac-
tion of the local Brotherhood, and the Cam-
brin Company refuses to recognize the
order, a big strike will be Inaugurated. Of
course, no interference will be made with
the operations of the mills, and they can
likely employ new men without trouble
On the big railroad lines, however, not a
wheel of u ear will be moved that is loaded
with material to or from the Cumbria Com-
!uny. This will compel a shutdown, which
8 bound to concinue until the company
yields, ns the trainmen are so well orgnnized
that their demands upon the railroads must
bo neceded to,

“The situvation had been thoroughly dis-
cussed before aotlon was taken,and 1t was at
& full meeting of the Brotherliood on Sunday
Inst that sunction was given to the commit-
teg to present thelr grievancs in the name
of the order.
